Station Is 
Opened Here 

Forest Service And City Co¬ 
operate In S. M. Canyon 
Emergency Equipment 

The city of Sierra Madre and 
the Forestry Service went into 
partnership yesterday. 

Fire Station No. 2, located on 
Woodland Drive Just north of 
the Canyon Swimming Pool, has 
been opened as an added pre¬ 
caution against possible danger 
of mountain or canyon fires. The 
building was built by the city, 
and has been equipped by the 
Forestry department with a 
White fire service truck, 500 feet 
of inch and a half hose, and a 
50-man forest fire equipment of 
shovels, axes and similar neces¬ 
sary implements, A red light 
identifies the building itself. 

Fire Chief W. D. Richards in¬ 
spected the station and equip¬ 
ment yesterday and reiterated a 
warning to the public concerning 
the great fire hazard existing in 
Sierra Madre in the summer sea¬ 
son. 

“Too great care cannot be 
taken in burning weeds and in¬ 
cinerator material,” Richards 
1 stated, “and it is absolutely un¬ 
lawful to burn anything in the 
closed area above Grand View 
avenue without a special permit. 
The mountains are already be- 
coming as dry as tinder, and the 
grave consequence of starting a 
major conflagration cannot be 
overestimated. 

Assembly Approves 
Martin Bill For A 
Southland Prison 

Assemblyman Frank G. Mar¬ 
tin’s bill proposing establishment 
of a Southern California prison 
farm for first offenders, to cost 
from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 was 
unanimously adopted by the As¬ 
sembly this week. It Is designed 
to relieve the crowded prison 
conditions now existing ln the 
State’s penal institutions. 

Martin, who is chairman of the 
Commission on Prisons and Re¬ 
formatories, has long been a 
leader in the fight for more len¬ 
ient treatment of first offenders. 
His bill, which ‘now awaits ap¬ 
proval of the Senate, segregates 
the chance criminals from hard¬ 
ened prisoners and puts them at 
farm work to produce foodstuffs 
for State use. 

The Assembly this week killed 
another of Martin’s measures, the 
anti-radical bill which would have 
prohibited dissemination of Com¬ 
munistic propaganda. Legislators 
declared themselves of the belief 
that existing laws were strong 
enough to deal with the situation. 

New Safety Stops 
On Baldwin Avenue 

An amendment to the city 
traffic ordinance adopted by the 
City Council Wednesday evening 
designates Baldwin Avenue as a 
boulevard between Orange Grove 
and Alegria avenues. The original 
designation constituted the street 
a boulevard between Central and 
Alegria avenues.

MATURING OF BULBS 

E VERY home gardener should 
steel himself to sacrifice a 
hyacinth, daffodil or tulip 
bulb in the interest of personal 
research. The scale-like bulbs, 
when halved, disclose the embryo 
flower bud for the following 
season. 

The strength and perfection of 
this embryo flower bud in the 
very heart of the bulb depends, 
to a great extent, upon the man¬ 
ner in which the bulb was treat¬ 
ed immediately after flowering. 

It is a well-known fact that 
the foliage of a bulbous plant 


oU3 flowers for indoor decora¬ 
tion, or when removing spent 
blooms from plants that have 
finished flowering. 

As the foliage dries and cures, 
nature forms a flower bud within 
the bulb. This process is com¬ 
pleted when the foliage becomes 
brittle and is easily twisted from 
the neck of the bulb. 

Understanding this process, it 
is quite obvious that water 
should not be withheld from the 
spring flowering bulbous plants 
immediately upon their having 
passed through the flowering

The book contains tables giv¬ 
ing a comprehensive analysis ofI 
over 1,000 foods and combina¬ 
tions. 


"I got some alfalfa from a 
nearby field, dried it in the sun 
and cut it fine with my wife's 
shears,” he writes. “I gave it to 
my children, who liked .'t and 
seemed to thrive on it. Tiven my 
doctor tried it on himself for 
lumbago, then upon several pa¬ 
tients and we both became so 
enthused over our findings we de¬ 
cided to devote all our time to 
Investigation.”

Baldwin Avenue from Southerly 
City Limits of the City of Sierra 
Madre to the Northerly line of 
that portion of Alegria Avenue 
extending Easterly from said 
Baldwin Avenue prolonged West¬ 
erly across said Baldwin Avenue.
